I toW the officer that 1 had 1«st heard officially 
that i v « President had been assassinated. 7 t©W Mb that, I didn't knout if 
thi e nan had anything to do with it or not, but that he was rwwiinp. from sose- 
th?tig. Tha officer asked me if the nan fit the description of the suspect. I 
told hira that I didn't know because 7 hadn't heard the description of the 
snspsot. I told the officer that I would describe the ran to hia, and that he 
oodd take it fro* there. After I gave the officer the description of the man 
in the theatar, he said, "Thank you, we'll be right there". T then called the 
projectionist on the Intercom and asked him if he could see anyone, and told 
hits that T had called the pcli.ee. Ho told me th»t he couldn't and asked if I 
vented hia to stop tha picture. X told hia, "No) just to let ift go until they 
got here. In a minute or ivo tha police were there. There were soa* motorcycle 
officers, sons uniformed officer? in squad cars, and soas plain clothes officers. 
They all rushed in the theater carrying guns. Some had pistole and aoae had 
shotguns. I didn't see anything that want on inside tha theater. Tn a matter 
of about 10 minutes, the officers cane out with the nan that 1 had called about. 
When the officers brought hia out, he was still struggling with them. There was 
a lot of people out in the street and on the sidewalk. Soaecne asked me what 
wa* going on, and I said that it's Just a suspect. The crowd of people moved 
in, trying to pet to the rran. The officers got the aan in the ear and left . 
About this tine, soae officer said, "I'm sure we're got the man that shot officer 
Tlrr't. This was the first T knew of an officer being shot, I asked hia where 
Officer Tippit had rotten s 1 ot, and he said down on Tenth . Later on T found 
out that the nan's name, who the officers arrested at the Texas Theater, was 
L«e Kerrey Oswald .
